The men, brothers Ray- 
mond, 55, and William Pan- 
no, 44, have admitted talking 
to a girl matching Ramona's 
description at about the time 
the girl disappeared. They 
said they were in their car 
parked off Modoc Rd. when 
the girl walked by. . ' . 

Sex Offenders ' 

Under investigation since 
their arrest for failing to reg- 
ister as sex offenders, the 
brothers were taken to the 
scene of the encounter 
Wednesday. Police posed 
them in their car while six 
/persons who reported seeing 
;'two men there Sept 2 at- 
' tempted to establish if the 
t Pannos were the ones they 
'-.saw. 

Meanwhile, contributions 
to a reward fund for infor- 
" mation leading to Ramona's 
^'whereabouts have mounted 
'to $2,329. The money will 
be returned to donors if it is 
not claimed by Dec. 7, au- 
thorities said. 
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
